The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
declaration evidence shows that the claimed combination of spiromesifen + 
flubendiamid is unexpectedly superior to another combination of a similar compound 
(spirodiclofen) + flubendiamid. Therefore, for the full reasons set forth by applicant in 
the remarks of 3/4/2010, evidence of nonobviousness outweighs the evidence of 
obviousness. The claims are thus deemed allowable.
